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(54) Diaper with luminescent and fluorescent marking 



Abstract 


The present invention is a diaper of which the location and the back and 
front can be easily distinguished in dark places and during the night, by attaching a 
luminescent and fluorescent marking. 

In order to change a baby's diaper in a dark place or during the night, a 
light has to be turned on so that the diaper's location and back and front can be easily 
distinguished, but not only are there many situations where it is difficult to get an 
electric light to shine but also, on some occasions, it is very painful to change the 
diaper with a light on during sleeping hours. In order to overcome such problems, the 
present invention aims to make it possible to change a diaper straight away even in a 
place without light or with a small amount of light, without relying on additional 
power-supply means, by attaching a luminescent and fluorescent marking on the 
diaper.

Figure 1 is an explanatory drawing of the constitution of the device of the present 
invention.

Field to which the invention belongs and prior art in that field 

The present invention is arranged to make it easy to change a diaper in 
dark places, without relying on additional power-supply means, by attaching 
luminescent and fluorescent marking to the diaper. 

Traditionally, there has been no mechanism to discern a diaper in a dark 
place, and, when changing a diaper in a dark place, one has had to put up with the 
inconvenience of first securing some light using additional power-supply means before 
changing the diaper. Additionally, the task of turning the power source on and 
changing the diaper during sleeping hours is difficult and causes much pain. 

Technical problems to be resolved by the invention

With regard to the concept of the present invention, a luminescent and 
fluorescent marking is attached to a diaper in order to overcome problems which have 
traditionally occurred of the kind mentioned above. Traditionally, when changing a 
diaper in a dark place, there has been an inconvenience in that a power supply has had 
to be turned on using a power-supply means before changing the diaper using the light 
supplied thereby, but the present invention is arranged in such a way that a diaper can 
be changed straight away without relying on an additional power-supply means, by 
attaching a luminescent and fluorescent marking on the diaper. 

Constitution and workings of the invention 

The invention is described in greater detail below with reference to the attached 
drawings. 

Figure 1 is an explanatory drawing of the concept of the present invention. 

The scope of the present invention is as per Figure 1. In the present invention, the 
luminescent and fluorescent markings with the reference (1) are attached. 

The detailed constitution and method used in the present invention are as given below. 

As shown in Figure 1, the luminescent and fluorescent markings having 
the reference (1) are attached to a diaper. The luminescent component (or part) has an 
action whereby the diaper can be discerned in a place without light through an action 
whereby light is stored and emitted by the luminescent component itself, and the 
fluorescent component (or part) has an action whereby the diaper can be effectively 
discerned in a place where there is a small amount of light. By attaching a luminescent 
and fluorescent component io a diaper in this way, the diaper can be discerned and 
easily changed in a dark place, without relying on additional power-supply. 



Advantages of the invention 

If the present invention is employed as described above, a diaper can 
easily be changed without pain or the inconvenience of having to rely on an additional 
power-supply means when the diaper is changed in a dark place.
